Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD is classified as objectionable because it tends to promote and support the exploitation 
of young persons for sexual purposes. 

The main component of the DVD is a feature that explicitly depicts sexual activity. The feature 
strongly emphasises the youth of the women participants to the point that they take on the 
characteristics of teenagers such as in their facial expressions, behaviour and inexperience in 
sexual matters. The feature seems designed to advertise young teenagers as being sexually 
desirable and enthusiastic for adult forms of sexual activity, and the predatory behaviour of the 
men colours the overall tone. 

The pervasiveness of the problematic material is such that excisions are considered impractical 
and a classification of objectionable is necessary in order to avoid the risk of injury to the public 
good. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the Bill of Rights on the application of the 
classification criteria elsewhere in these reasons. The classification of this publication interferes 
with the freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's 
intention that publications falling under s3(2) are deemed to be objectionable. The classification 
is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern of a free and 
democratic society to limit the availability of publications that tend to promote and support the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes.
